NDEPENDENCE for the Philip ­ 
pines, and that in the near fu tu re, 
was the plea mad e by Manu el 
Qu ezon, d elegate in congress from 
the island s, at the first annu al gath­ 
ering of the Philip p ine society , held 
recently In New York city . 
Qu ezon 
plead ed earnestly for the freed om of 
his cou ntry , d eclaring that his people 
were progressiv e and able to gov ern 
themselv es. He said emp hatically that 
force, and force alone, cou ld keep the 
Filip inos in su bjection and gav e these 
as his closing word s: 
“If y ou want to hav e a good market 
in the Philip p ines, if y ou want to ex er­ 
cise there the influ ence of y ou r min­ 
isters and p riests, if y ou want y ou r in­ 
stitu tions ad mired , if y ou want to gain 
ou r lov e, there is only one policy that 
cu n accomplish this—that of immed i-

ately taking the step s for the speed y 
granting of Philip p ine ind ep end ence.’’ 
Ex -Presid ent William II. Taft also 
spoke at the meeting, the tex t of his 
remarks being a d eft rise of his p arty ’s 
policy in resp ect to the island s. 
An­ 
other d istingu ished sp eaker was Bish­ 
op Charles II. Brent of the Episcopal 
chu rch, who has sp ent ten y ears in the 
far east. 
lie ex p ressed it as his con­ 
v iction that self gov ernment for the 
Filip inos was inev itable, bu t that it 
ou ght not to come now. 
“I d esire complete liberty in the Phil­ 
ip p ines,” he said , “bu t I think the 
United States ou ght to proceed with 
cau tion.” 
Seno r Quezo n’s Speech. 
Mr. Qu ezon said in p art: 
“Ev er since American occu pation of 
the island s two d ifferent policies hav e 
been proposed by the two great politi­ 
cal p arties then in ex istence in the 
United States. One policy was to in­ 
d efinitely retain the control of the Is­ 
land s on the grou nd of the assu med 
u nfitness of the people thereof to take 
care of themselv es u ntil su ch u n­ 
known centu ry as said people shall be 
fit for self gov ernment and in the in­ 
terim to d ev elop the natu ral resou rces 
of the archip elago throu gh American 
cap ital and establish schools and bu ild 
all sorts of means of transp ortation 
and commu nication. 
This policy con­ 
sid ered the q u estion of ind epend ence, 
for which we fou ght, one after the 
other, Sp anish and American d omina­ 
tion, as something that the Filip inos of 
tod ay may properly continu e to hav e 
in mind , bu t they mu st hav e ‘ou t of 
sight’ 
Cites the Ca se o f Cuba . 
“The other policy was to grant Phil­ 
ip p ine ind ep end ence as it has been 
granted to Cu ba. 
Inasmu ch as the 
sp onsors of the first policy were in 
p ower when the United States took 
p ossession of the archip elago and re­ 
mained in poweb u ntil last March, they 
consistently proceed ed to p u t into p rac­ 
tice their policy ; they ind u ced Ameri­ 
can cap ital to come into the island s 
they bu ilt schools, road s, railroad s, tel­ 
egrap hs, telephones, etc.; they mad e a 
su ccessfu l effort to hav e free trad e 
between the Philip p ines and the Unit­ 
ed States. 
“ At the v ery start of this policy they 
p rop hesied that in p rop ortion to the 
increase of ou r trad e with the United 
States ou r content and satisfaction to 
liv e u nd er American tu telage wou ld 
increase, and they p red icted the d ay 
when the Fillp iu os of their own d esire 
wou ld nev er sev er their connection 
with the United States. In ord er that 
they may not prov e to be false p rop h­ 
ets those who thou ght this way co u­ 
pled their forecast with the astou nd ­ 
ing rea so ning 
that the Filipinos want­ 
ed ind ep end ence now 
beca use they 
were no t rea dy fo r it, but when they 
were fit to ta ke ca re o f themselv es 


they wou ld p refer to continu e to be 
the ward s of this great nation. 
“On the 13th of nex t Au gu st the 
United States will hav e been in the 
Philip p ines for fifteen y ears, and on 
that same d ate thirteen y ears of u n­ 
broken p eacefu l d omination by this 
cou ntry ov er the island s will hav e 
elapsed . Du ring all this time the poli­ 
cy of material d ev elop ment has been 
consistently pu rsu ed . Althou gh at the 
cost of increasing ou r tax es, besid es 
bond ing ou rselv es and ou r sons, the 
gov ernment su cceed ed in p rov id ing the 
island s with more and better schools, 
more and better means of commu nica­ 
tion, and ou r trad e has increased man­ 
ifold . 
Well Adv ertised Results. 
“I shall not occu py my time by enu ­ 
merating what has been d one in the 
Philip p ines along those lines, for noth­ 
ing abou t the island s is better known 
in the United States and the rest of the 
world that these so called accomplish­ 
ments of the Philip p ine gov ernment. 
Gov ernment officials and p riv ate p er­ 
sons, su p p orters of this policy , hav e 
filled official d ocu ments, books, maga­ 
zines, newsp ap ers and what not with 
d etailed accou nts of the wTond ers d one 
since American occu pation, alway s giv ­ 
ing the whole cred it to American offi­ 
cials and u sing this tale as strong ar­ 
gu ment for the p erp etu al p reserv ation 
both of the regime and the ind iv id u als 
in office who claim the responsibility 
for su ch wond erfu l imp rov ements. 
“Far be it from me to minimize the 
merit in this resp ect of those whose 
policy I am now d iscu ssing, 
i*« t is it 
fair to forget that nothing cou ld hav e 
been d one In the island s withou t the 
enthu siastic co-operation of the Fili­ 
pino people? Who paid and is pay ing 
for these imp rov ements ? 
Who has 
mad e them? 
Wou ld any increase in 
ou r trad e bav e been possible had we 
not tilled the soil and mu ltip lied ou r 
prod u ction? You boast y ou rselv es, and 
rightfu lly so, with hav ing d one in the

Philip p ines in a few y ears what has 
not been d one in other cou ntries in 
generations. 
Bu t while this sp eaks of 
y ou r energy and wisd om it also speaks 
of ou rs and of ou r ad v anced civ iliza­ 
tion when y ou came to the island s. 
A Full Gro wn Peo ple. 
“This simply shows that we shou ld 
not be consid ered as ward s, becau se 
we are fu ll grown, responsible people. 
Ju st see and comp are what progress 
has been mad e by y ou r real ward s in 
this cou ntry , for whose welfare and 
p rosp erity y ou are more in d u ty bou nd 
to look after becau se they are also 
Americans. 
The Ind ians and the ne­ 
groes hav e had all the ad v antages of 
y ou r initiativ e, of y ou r help, of y ou r 
personal ex ample, of y ou r u nlimited 
resou rces. They are here liv ing in the 
mid st of y ou r wond erfu l civ ilization. 
Yet how mu ch hav e they progressed ? 
How miu » y generations hav e y ou been 
taking care of them? 
Does not the 
contrast of what has been accomplish­ 
ed in the Philip p ines emp hatically 
d emonstrate that the effects obtained 
are d u e to the ex istence in this case 
of a p rogressiv e, intelligent people, 
aliTe 
to 
their 
resp onsibilities 
and 
rights? 
“It is ev id ent that y ou nor any bod y 
else cou ld d o any thing for u s withou t 
ou r own co-operation, becau se no one 
can be helped if he d oes not help him­ 
self also, bu t it is not prov ed that we 
cou ld not hav e d one the same thing 
that has been d one in the last d ecad e 
withou t the establishment of Amerl 
can sov ereignty in the island s. 
Bu t 
let me retu rn to my p oint: I was say ­ 
ing that the material d ev elop ment p oli­ 
cy has been going on for the last thir­ 
teen y ears. 
Yet the p red icted satis­ 
faction of the Filipinos has not ap ­ 
p eared any where, and there are no 
sig ns of it ap p earing in the for dista nt 
ho rizo n. 
“ In 19 03 the then g o v erno r g enera l 


of the Philip p ines,t in a public spo a cM 
mad e before the Union Read ing co l­ 
lege, allu d ed with regrets to the ill 
feeling between Americans and 
Fili­ 
pinos in the island s, bu t ex p ressed his 
conv iction that the nex t d ecad e wo uld 
change that cond ition. 
In 1909, six 
y ears after this statement was ma de, 
another gov ernor general, before 
the 
Qu ill clu b, d eplored that the gu lf 
be- 
t"ween Americans and Filip inos 
wa s 
growing wid er. 
Last May an Ameri­ 
can, who has liv ed for nearly ten 
y ears in the Philippines, wrote in o ne 
of the magazines, ‘Ou r y oke tod ay is 
far more od iou s to the nativ e ed u cat­ 
ed and u ned u cated than when we 
started .’ 
“These statements show that ev ery 
y ear that has rolled by with the policy 
so far p u rsu ed has witnessed a g ro w­ 
ing misu nd erstand ing between the Fil­ 
ipinos and their American associates. 
“From this it shou ld be clear to a ll 
thinking men that material p rosp erity 
alone will not satisfy the Filipinos. In 
other word s, it is not y ou r p hilanthro­ 
py , y ou r religiou s, commercial or g o v ­ 
ernmental aid that we need or d esire, 
It is y ou r recognition of ou r right to 
claim and to enjoy that which is mo st 
d ear to y ou —Freed om. 


Arg uments o f Oppo sitio n. 
MI know there are two forthcoming 
ansTv ers to this remark of mine, 
I 
hav e heard them many a time. I hav e 
read them In p rint—first, that it is no t 
tru e that the masses of the Filip ino 
people want ind ep end ence: that, o n 
the contrary , they are p erfectly con­ 
tent to liv e u nd er American ru le; that 
they d o not know what ind ep end ence 
means and wou ld not know what to 
d o with It if they had It; that only a 
small and noisy grou p of irresp onsi­ 
ble d emagogu es, office seekers and po l­ 
iticians who hope or ex p ect to be in 
p ower in the ev ent of Philip p ine in­ 
d epend ence, is cry ing lou d ly against 
American ru le. 
“Second , that the word s of Presi­ 
d ent Wilson are not ap p licable to the 
p resent cond ition of the Filip inos, be­ 
cau se, althou gh they d o not hav e na­ 
tional ind epend ence, they hav e ind i­ 
v id u al freed om. 
“To those who hold the first theory 
let me say that they are d ead ly wrong. 
The Filipinos hav e giv en all possible 
ev id ence in word s as well as in costly 
d eed s of their u nanimou s and v ery 
earnest d esire of becoming an ind e­ 
pend ent nation. 
Only an inex p licable 
blind ness can fail to see this fact. 
Force, and v ery su p erior force alone, 
con keep the Filip inos in su bjection. 
Na t a Free Peo ple. 
“To those who assert that the Fili­ 
pinos, althou gh u nd er American gu ard ­ 
ianship , are a free people let me say 
that freed om and gu ard ianship are 
two Incompatible id eas. The fact that 
the Filip inos are giv en in the organic 
act the same Ind iv id u al rights that 
the American citizens hav e, with the 
ex ception of the right to bear arms 
and l>e tried by ju ry , d oes not make 
! the Filipino as free as an American 
; citizen, as has beeli alleged . 
A free 
man Is lie whose rights are secu red by 
himself and cannot be taken away 
from him at will. Ou r so called ind i­ 
v id u al rights are granted to u s by con­ 
gress, which has reserv ed the right to 
take them away from u s at any time. 
“The rase of Canad a, Au stralia and 
other self gov erning British colonies 
has been cited to prov e that a people 
may not hav e national ind ep end ence 
ami y et l>o free. 
Bu t the people of 
these colonies are a free people be­ 
cau se tl>eir v ery loose connection with 
Great Britain is of their own will, and 
the mother cou ntry may not interfere 
with their affairs. Ou r statu s is whol­ 
ly at v ariance with the Canad ians or 
Au stralians. We are not free either as 
i a people or as ind iv id u als. 


Gro wing Na tio na l Spirit. 
“Now, gentlemen, I am su re that 1 
am correct when I say that nothing 
short of Philip p ine ind ep end ence grant­ 
ed now or promised to be granted 
within a comp arativ ely short time will 
satisfy the Filipinos, and ev ery d ay ’s 
d elay in d oing this makes the Fili­ 
pinos more u nhap p y and d iscontented . 
And my knowled ge of the feelings o f 
my people cannot be su ccessfu lly chal­ 
lenged . 
“I hav e been fortu nate enou gh to be 
associated with all classes of Filipinos. 
I hav e mingled with the poor as well 
as with the rich. 
Moreov er. I hav e 
witnessed from 
my child hood this 
growing sentiment of nationality and 
d esire for Ind epend ence. I was reared 
by that same feeling. When I ex p ress 
the feeling of my people I am su re 
that I am not wrong, becau se I am ex - 
presv sing my own feelings, and when 
I ex p ress my own feelings I know that 
I am ex p ressing those of my people, 
becau se mine hav e been insp ired by 
the national sp irit that fills the atmos­ 
p here throu ghou t the island s.”

It mu st not he su pposed, howev er, 
that this enlargement of the presi­ 
dent’s v eto power can be easily or 
q u ick ly brou ght abou t.

HE Gettysburg campaign, the 
semicentennial of which is now 
upon us. began with fighting on 
the Rappahannock river, in Vir­ 
ginia, J une 9 , 186 3 , and ended with 
fighting on the Potomac, In Maryland, 
J uly 12, 18G3. Incident to the military 
maneuvers, there were combats in 
Virginia every day from J une 9 to j 
J une 21. 
The first serious encounter j 
on northern soil took place J une 3 0 ; 
at Hanover, Pa., and for three day s j 
following the opposing armies con­ 
tended for the mastery around the 
town of Gettysburg. 
On the battlefield, now a magnificent 
memorial park, anniversary exercises 
are scheduled for J uly 1, 2, 3 and 4. 
The celebration is perhaps the great­

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through Cashtown.' Brisk fighting fol­ 
lowed. Heth was re-enforced, and, op­ 
portunely, Reynolds reached the front 
with General J .

Doubleday’s division to support Wads­ 
worth’s line on the left. 
The fighting and new dispositions 
had consumed the time from 8 to 11 
o’clock.

Ewell’s corps, was sighted north of the 
town by Buford’s watchful troopers. 


Federals Seize Cemetery Hill. 


To meet the new menace Howard 
pushed forward the Eleventh corps di­ 
visions of General F. C. Barlow and 
General A. Seldmmelpfennig and di- 


nificant of the kind known to history. 
Assembled under one flag tens of thou­ 
sands of the survivors of the warring 
hosts will recount upon the scenes of 
their occurrence the battle episodes of 
half a century ago. 
On the morning of J uly 1, 1S6 3 , the 
opposing armies, led by General Rob­ 
ert E. Lee and General George G. 
Meade, were marching in the vicinity 
of and generally in the direction of 
Gettysburg.

Warren hurried a brigade and cannon 
to Little Round Top, at the foot of 
which just at nightfall the fierce on­ 
slaught of Hood 
wa*s checked. 
Mean­ 
while two of Hill’s brigades pierced 
the Federal center of Cemetery ridge. 
At the close of the day Ewell attacked 
the Federal right flank. 
Early ’s divi­ 
sion was repulsed in a desperate as­ 
sault on Cemetery hill, but J ohnson’s 
division broke through the Federal 
breastworks on Culp’s hill. 
In the evening an important council 
was held in the Confederate camp.

Fick ett had reached the 
front early on the 3d with 9 ,000 men. 
To this body Lee added 
0,000 men 
from Hill’s corps u nder General Pen­ 
der and General J. J . Pettigrew. 
The point to be assailed was beld 
by 
detachments from fou r Federal corps* 
u nder command of Hancock . The Sec­ 
ond corps troops were fresh; 
others 
belonging to the First. Third and 
Elev­ 
enth corps had fou ght on the 1st or 
2d. 
The prelu de to Pick ett’s charge 
was a cannonade of Hancock ’s 
line 
opened by 15 0 Confederate 
guns at 1 
p. m. 
The object was 
to break up 
Hancock ’s rank s and prepare the way 
for the assau lting colu mn to ru sh to 
the crest of the ridge at one dash. 
On the Federal side eighty guns had 
been posted along the crest, all that it 
would hold, to answer the fire. 
Dur­ 
ing the two hou rs’ duel of artillery the 
batteries of both 
sides suffered severe­ 
ly. At 3 o’clock General Hunt, Meade’s 
chief of artillery , directed his guns to 
cease firing in order to cool the pieces 
and preserve some ammunition for the 
contest at close quarters which he sa w 
was impending. 
The cessation of the Federal artil­ 
lery fire gave Lee the impression that 
Hunt’s guns had been silenced. The 
grand column of 15 .000 men then 
moved out across an intervening plain 
only to meet a rain of solid shot a s 
soon as they came in sight of Hunt’s 
artillerists. 
Gaps torn in the ranks 
by Federal shots were quickly closed, 
and the line moved onward. 


Climax at the Stone Wall. 
Hancock’s main line was posted be­ 
hind a stone wall. 
The troops held 
their fire until the assailants were 
close up. 
Fresh batteries 
relieved 
those which had spent all their ammu­ 
nition, infantry reserves were brought 
up,' and a few moments of unequal 
struggle decided the day and decided 
Gettysburg. 
The brigades of General 
L. A. Armistead and General R. B. 
Garnett alone carried their banners to 
and across the stone wall. 
Both lead­ 
ers fell. 
Pickett saw that it was impossible to 
bold the position which had been at­ 
tained by Armistead and Garnett Fed­ 
erals were rushing at him from all 
sides. His men were fighting hand to 
hand with troops of the Second corpa 
Clubbed muskets and staves of regi­ 
ment« ^ banners were used in a strug­ 
gle at once fierce and hopeless for the 
Confederates.

C. 0. D. tags for parcel post pack­ 
ages which may be used after July 
have arrived at the local postoffice. 
The tags are red, about eight inches 
in length and divided into three cou­ 
pons and the main part of the tag. 
The first coupon is detached when 
the package is sent and given to the 
sender, the second w’ill be detached 
by the mailing office and kept on file, 
and the third will be detached and 
signed by the addresee and returned 
through the carrier with an applica­ 
tion for a money order. 
The money 
order will then be sent to the ad- 
dressor. 
To send a parcel C. 0. D. it will 
cost a fee of ten 
cents, 
providing 
that the amount to be collected does 
not ex ceed $100. 
The C. O. D. packages will be de­ 
livered only to offices 
having 
the 
money 
order 
privilege. 
Another 
point which the government is try ing 
to emphasize is that when packages 
are received by patrons they cannot 
ex amine them 
before

charges. The package can be refus­ 
ed, but it cannot be opened before 
the charges are paid.

Cases involving the Son of the New 


Com m issioner General of Im m igra­ 


tion Prom ises to Create a S tir That 


W ill Cause Concern in Tw o Depart­ 


ments of the Government. 


W ashington, June 24.—W ith renew ­ 
ed force the storm tha t has been gath­ 
ering on account cf A ttorney General 
M cRey noIds’s 
p ostix m em ent of 
the 
Cam inetti-Ciggs trial In California for 
alleged violations of the w hite slave 
act, has brok e. 
The statem ent of Sec­ 
retary of Labor W ilson that he req uir* 
ed the delay in the court p roceedings 
in the interest of the im m igration serv­ 
ice seem ingly had the effect of m ak ing 
bad m atter worse, and attack s up on 
M cRey nolds over his attitude in this 
affair cam e from m any sides. 
Two resolutions w ere introduced in 
the house, one calling for the p roduc­ 
tion of all the p ap ers in the case, by 
the dep artm ent of justice, and another 
p rop osing 
an 
investigation 
by 
the 
house judiciary com m ittee, and from 
California came an ap p eal to P resident 
W ilson by Judge Clay ton H errington 
for the removal of McRey nolds from 
office. 
Judge H errington aided Dis­ 
tric t A ttorney McNab in the p rep ara­ 
tion of the p rosecution of the w hite 
slave cases. 
In the m eantim e, however, the a t­ 
torney general is say ing nothing, hut 
P resident W ilson has announced, his 
determ ination to m ak e a thorough in­ 
vestigation of the entire case. 
It was 
m ade very clear that the p resident had 
no inform ation in advance of the ac­ 
tion of the dep artm ent of justice in 
p ostp oning the trial of the son of the 
recently ap p ointed com m issioner of 
im m igration and the y oung m an’s as­ 
sociate in the alleged w hite slave case. 
R ep resentative Mann of Illinois, the 
Rep ublican leader and author of the 
w hite slave law, announced that an 
effort would be m ade to p ass a resolu­ 
tion of inq uiry .

Al­ 
though the governor said he could not 
discuss his feelings in the case a t this 
time, it is strongly rum ored tha t the 
state board’s rep ort, if it Is delivered 
to the governor ask ing a p arole or 
p ardon for Hinshaw , will be turned 
down. 
It is generally believed tha t A. D. 
Thom as, p resident of the board, will 
tak e the sam e p osition that he did sev­ 
eral y ears ago .when the case cam e be­ 
fore form er Governor M arshall. 
Mr. 
Thom as then was op p osed to releasing 
Hinshaw. 
A new factor has entered the dis­ 
cussion of the case before the hoard. 
It is k nown that som e m em bers of the 
hoard have been ap p roached w ith the 
argum ent that the hoard now m ust sit 
only to judge w'hether H inshaw has 
served long enough (seven y ears ap ­ 
p rox im ately ) to ex p iate his violation 
of p arole, which followed the clem ency 
shown the m an by form er Governor 
Durbin. 
H inshaw ’s offense w’as of a statutory 
character, involving a woman and oc­ 
curred shortly afte r he had been re ­ 
leased from p rison by Governor Dur­ 
bin.

to order p ostp onem ent of cases after 
he had been assured that delay would 
be p rejudicial to any verdicts for the 
governm ent. 
The M others’ club of Oak land, one 
of the strongest wom en’s associations 
in the state, sent a long telegram to 
President W ilson urging him not to 
accep t McNab’s resignation, but to see 
to it that the p resent district atto r­ 
ney ’s hands w ere up held. 
Mr. McNab 
him self has been swam p ed by letters 
and telegram s congratulating him on 
his stand and urging him not to agree 
to any com p rom ise. 
Mr. McNab declared that if he were 
attack ed he would not scrup le to m ak e 
use of official corresp ondence which 
p laces McRey nolds in a far w orse p osi­ 
tion than haa y et been revealed, be­ 
cause it shows he was w arned rep eat­ 
edly of the boasts m ade by Sy dney 
Sm ith and by y oung C am inetti that 
they could bring am p le influence to 
bear on high officials in W ashington 
to “call off McNab” and defeat his 
p lans for bringing both the w hite 
slave cases and the W estern Fuel offi­ 
cials to justice. 


President Sees a Way to Gel 


Around Special Provision, 


W ashington, 
June 
24. — President 
W ilson has signed the sundry civil ap ­ 
p rop riation bill, but in doing so m ade 
p ublic 
a 
m em orandum 
of 
p rotest 
against the section of the bill which 
p rohibits the ex p enditure of any p art 
of a $600,000 dep artm ent of justice 
item contained in the m easure in the 
p rosecution of labor unions and farm ­ 
e rs ’ organizations from Sherm an anti­ 
trust law violations. 
On M arch 4, when the sundry civil 
bill in the sam e form cam e to Presi­ 
dent T aft for his signature Mr. Taft 
declared the p rovision am ounted to 
“class legislation of the m ost vicious 
so rt,” and vetoed it on the ground that 
he could not be a p arty to w riting such 
a p rovision into the law s of the re­ 
p ublic. 
In closing the m em orandum which 
accom p anied his signature, President 
W ilson said: 
“I can assure the coun­ 
try that this item will neither lim it nor 
in any way em barrass the actions of 
the dep artm ent of justice. 
O ther ap ­ 
p rop riations sup p ly the dep artm ent 
w ith abundant funds to enforce the 
law. 
The law will he interp reted in 
the determ ination of w hat the dep art­ 
m ent should do by indep endent, and, 
I hop e, im p artial judgm ents as to the 
true and just m eaning of substantive 
statutes of the U nited S tates.”

cation for the license, two

The fees are $2 
for a motorcycle; 
$5 for an auto­ 
mobile up to twenty horse power; $8 
from twenty to forty horse power;

$20 for those of more 
than 
fifty 
horse power; 
$3 for electric 
pro­ 
pelled vehicles; 
$5 additional is re­ 
quired if the machines are to be used 
for commercial purposes. 
The registration will expire on De­ 
cember 31 of each year and the first 
installment will be 
prorated. 
One 
number plate will be required of mo­ 
torcycles and two for automobiles to 
be displayed in conspicuous places. 
On automobiles it will be illegal to 
have the 
license 
plate 
less 
than 
twenty inches from the ground. The 
color of the plate will be

When this law goes into effect all 
local ordinance will be declared void, j 
However, the local authorities will | 
not be required to return any part of i 
the fees already collected as city j 
licenses.
